The Japanese Government today launched a 
massive investigation into reports that 
large quantities of new Japanese 5,000 
Yen banknotes appeared in Hongkong 
currency exchange shops on the day 

|__. they were issued in Japan. 

The Finance Ministry, which ordered the investi- 
gation, centred their probe on U.S. Military 


aircraft after a check with commercial air- 
lines showed that none could have been used to 
smuggle the Yen out of Japan on October 1— 
the day banknotes were first issued.

The 5,000 “Yen: notes _ were 
fssued’ by the Bank of Japan 
begloning 9 am.

No Estimate 


Reporis from Hongkong did 
not give any estimate of how 
much worth of the new cur« 
rency is circulatIng In| Hong- 
kong money markets but said 
officials belleve total Japanese. 
Yen in Hongkong is around 
100,000,000 Yen, 


Under Jnpin's Foreign ex- 
change luws it Is illegal to tate 
Japunese Yen out of the coun- 
try. Passengers boarding planes 
or shins may carry 20,000 Yen 
with them for use on fhe boat 
or plane,

Jimmy Demaret and San Snead, en route to Tokyo to re- 
present the United States in the International Trophy 
matches, today criticised the method of selecting the 
Ryder Cup team and said they could “pick a better 
team with our eyes shut.” 

Without delving into the personaHtics of the. Ryder Cup 
players, the two veteran golfera concurred that the 
recent US team which wag defeated by the British 
for the first time in 24 years “was poorly selected.” 


“How could they send sbroad 
n team which left off Snend and 
Cary Middlecolf, two of our tap 
players,” said Domaret,. who 
also was slighted, “Cary und 1 
were Jef off simply becnuse we 
didn't play in the PGA Cham- 
plonship, = All we had to do 
a show up, even If we were 
beaten in the frst round".

The two pros agreed also 
that “with o  ropreseritative 
United States team” the British 
would not have had a chance in 
the Ryder Cup malehes = ond 
that “The only fair way to pive 
the British 1 chance ix to make 
ft the United States against an 
All-Empir? team", . 

“Let's face It," Demaret said, 
“it's our majority which beats 
Great Britain every second year 
that the matches are played. 
We have. 170,000,000. people 
and they have 40,000,000. We 
play 52 toumaments over 12 
months and they play 10 over 
four months. Why shouldn't 
wo beat them 24° straight 
years?”
